Be it OrdtLiiitd liy the City Cuiiucit of tfte 


Cttg of JJecalur: 
SECTION 1. The owneis or occupants 


of properly within Mid'uity, wlieru giud 
property Ironls upon an eighty loot st., 
shall havo tbe right, aud.tney arc here- 
by empowered to set and maintain a 
curb outside of the'sidewalk, and at a 
distil nee of fourteen feet from the Hue 
between such street and the property 
fronting thereon. And such owner or 
occupant shall have tlie right to sod Hie 
space between the outer edge of the 
sidewalk and the said «uru and to plant 
trees thereon—said trees to be planted 
on. :i line twelve feet from the line of 
such sweet, 


Siw. 2, Tbe owners or occupants of 


property within said city, where proper- 
ty fronts upon a street less than eighty, 
nnd not less than sixty feet In width, 
ahull have the right, and arts hereby em- 
powered to fcet and maintain a eiirb out- 
side of the ski civ nlk and ata distance of 
twelve feet from the line between such 
street ind the propertyjfrouting thereon. 
And such owner or occupant shot I have 
the right to sod upon the space between 
tiie outer wlgc ot tbe sidewalk ami such 
cuib, and plant trees thereon—said trees 
to be planted on a line ten feet from the 
linn of so eh street.

has grown square, tho check bones pro- 
jecting, tho limbs long and wiry, the 
body thin, the color sandy and brown, 
und so markedly that the typical Yan- 
kee is a well known sub-variety of the 
human species. In all these respects 
the race has rapidly approached to the 
indigenous American typo, 
namely, 


that of tho Indian.

Reyulathig the Settiny nf Curbs 
and the Wanting of Trees upon 
the Streets. 


Be it Ofdaijied by t/ie City Council of the 


City of J}ecatur: 
SECTION 1. The owneis or occupants 


of property within said "city, where said 
property 1 routs upon an eighty foot St., 
shall have the right, and .they arc here- 
by empowered to set and maintain a 
curb outside of the'sidewalk, and at a 
distance of fourteen feet from the line 
between such street and the property 
fronting thereon. And such owner or 
occupant shall have the right to sod the 
space between the outer edge of the 
sidewalk and the said curb and to plant 
trees thereon—said trees to be planted 
on u line twelve feet from the line of 
such street. 


SEC. 
2. The owners or occupants of 


property within said city, where proper- 
ty fronts upon a street less 'than eighty, 
and not less than sixty feet in width, 
shall have the right, and are hereby em- 
powered to set and maintain a curb out- 
side of the sidewalk and at a distance of 
twelve feet from the line between such 
street and the propertyjfronting thereon. 
And such owner or occupant shall have 
the right to sod upon the space between 
the outer edge ot the sidewalk and such 
cuib, and plant trees thereon—said trees 
to be planted on a line ten feet from the 
linn of snch street. 


SEC. 3. Any person who shall hereafter 


set any curb or plant any tree in any of 
the streets of snid city otherwise than 
as piovidcd by Ibis ordinance, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be fined not less than ten nor more 
than one hundred dollars for each of- 
fence, and the Street Supervisor shall at 
once remove such curb or tree. 


SEC 4. 
No person shall set a curb 01 


plant trees under the provisions of this 
ordinance until the line for such curb or 
trers has fiist been ascertained and es- 
tablished by the City Surveyor and 
Engineer. 


SEC. 
5. Any peison who shall ride or 


drive upon or over any curb, after the 
same has been established and set under 
the provisions of this ordinance, with 
any team, animal or vehiclp, shall be 
subject to a penalty of not less than ten 
nor more than one hundred dollars for 
each offence 


SEP. 6. If any trers shall be suffeicd 


by the owner or occupant of the premi- 
ses to grow in such a manner as to ob- 
stuict the icliection of the public lumps, 
it shall be the duty of the City Super- 
visor to notify the owner or occupant of 
the premises forthwith to trim the same 
in the manner to be specified in the no- 
tic. 
If any person shall refuse or neg- 


lect to comply with such notice, it shall 
be tlie duty of the City Supervisor tq 
cause such trees to be trimmed.

Several weeks were spent 
in vain endeavors to get the obstacles

Mr. Bering has kept an exact and ac- 


curate record of his borings, and the pro-

Bering was not far from the vein which 
is workable at the two points named, 
when he was stopped by his unfortunate 
accident.
